Indian Management. 


“ Lo, the poor Indian” or rather the 
privilege of looking after hia interests 
and the right to swindle him out of 
his supplies, isgiving the Government 
no small am ount of trouble, besides 
causing a good deal of ill feeling 
among 
those 
good 
people 
who 
are struggling for big Indian offices 
and Indian supply contracts. 
The 
truth is the Indians of the United 
States are a much wronged people. 
Of all the robberies practiced by Fed­ 
eral officials, those worked on the In ­ 
dians are beyond doubt the most bare­ 
faced and the most cruel. The Gov­ 
ernment has under its protection hun­ 
dreds of tribes whose lands and homes 
have been taken from them, and they 
moved upon Reservations. 
They are, 
under the contract, to receive certain 
amounts of clothing and provisions 
annually; b at while the Government 
actually pays for these things, the In ­ 
dians never receive them. 
The peo­ 
ple pay for the best quality of Indian 
supplies and the Indians receive the 
poorest quality that can be found in 
the market. 
The people are robbed 
and the Indians arc 
robbed. These 
robberies are the work of the agents— 
the middlemen—between the Govern­ 
ment and the Indians. Contractors 
and Indian agents as a general tiling 
soon get rich. The process is simple 
and easy. The agent makes out a re­ 
quisition for the full amount of the 
best supplies and the Government 
pays the bill. 
The Indians receive 
the smallest possible am ount and of 
the poorest quality. 
The difference 
between ten sacks of mouldy flour 
which the Indians get and the thous­ 
and sacks of good flour which the Gov­ 
ernment pays for, assists the agent in 
making his fortune. 
The Indian com­ 
plains, but he can only do so to the 
agent, and the agent tells the Indian 
that the Government is responsible for 
the short supplies. 
Any whining, 
hypocritical rascal is sm art enough to 
defraud the Government and starve a 
tribe of Indians into killing a few 
white wopien and children. 


Neglected Education. 


One very important feature in the 
education of the average American ap­ 
pears to have suffered neglect of late. 
The old Californians, who were young 
men twenty years ago, were not de- 
liceut in the art of pistol-shooting. 
Back 
in 
the 
days 
of 
’49 
and 
’50 we all remember that then the 
soft note of the pistol meant a funeral. 
Then a shooting affray always re­ 
duced our population one, and some­ 
times two. 
Then when two niencom- 
menced shooting at each other some 
one was certain to he hit, and it rarely 
happened that an outsider—a mere 
looker on in Venice—was the recip­ 
ient of the blue pill. The boys were 
in practice in those days, and it was a 
comfort to look on a t a shooting bout. 
The only parties who rail the slightest 
risk were the principals, and their 
risk was by no m eans slight. 
He was 
counted a poor shot in the good old 
times who could not spoil the red 
spot in the ace of hearts, at ten paces, 
four shots out of five, and an exchange 
of shots where no one was killed was 
a disgrace to the shooters and a sub­ 
ject of ridicule throughout the camp. 
W e are sorry the youth of the present 
day do not compare with the early 
gold-diggers in the art of pistol-shoot­ 
ing. 
We regard a dead shot with a 
six-shooter as a great moral reformer. 
Ten to one his victims have lived long 
enough for the good of the com m u­ 
nity, and when he too is picked off, 
by one of his kind who chances to get 
the “ drop,” it is a sign th a t public 
morals no longer require his presence. 
But we have a thorough contem pt for 
the modern shootist. H e never hits 
one of his kind, and usually kills 
or wounds an innocent bystander—a 
boy, perhaps, who but for his untimely 
taking off m ight have lived to be a 
good citizen. 
It is a disgrace to the 
the memory o f C o l t to see a couple 
of hoodlums em pty their six-shooters 
at each other, w ith no more harm 
than killing a passer-by or two. 
The 
Industrial school should have a pistol 
gallery, and no inm ate of the estab­ 
lishment should be permitted to leave 
until he could lodge every shot in the 
body of a De Y ocno at ten paces. 


S a n t a B a k u a k a has just closed her 
first trial for a violation of the Local 
Option 
law. 
The 
defendant 
was 
charged with selling liquor in quanti­ 
ties of less than five gallons. 
A num ­ 
ber of witnesses were called, but none 
of them were quite sure they had seen 
tliu defendant sell or give away liquor 
in small lots. 
The prosecuting attor­ 
ney saw lie could not convict, and 
asked that the case be dismissed, 
which was accordingly done. 
This is 
hailed as victory number one by the 
retail dealers of the little city down by 
flic sea. 


T h e San Francisco Post asserts that 
all partnership notifications published 
prior to July 1st are void. 
Tills state­ 
m ent is made on the belief that the 
law requiring such publication does 
not go into effect until July 1st. 
We 
have some very good lawyers in Los 
Angeles, and after reading the law 
they assert that partnership notices 
published this month are legal and 
cannot be nullified. 
. 


T iie Post says the Bulletin is “ a 
worried old journal.” 
A glance at 
the c >lum is of the Post shows it to be 
a greatly fatigued young journal. 


Compulsory Voting. 


The H e r a l d ’s suggestion made a 
few days ago on the advantage of com­ 
pulsory voting has met the approba­ 
tion of thinking men. 
A num ber of 
letters have been received by the ed­ 
itor indorsing the idea and urging a 
further agitation of the proposition. 
A careful study of the plan only 
strengthens the conviction that it of­ 
fers the only practical means by which 
the honest portion of the community 
may defend themselves against the 
wrongs growing out of the influence 
of had men over irresponsible voters. 
If all voted who have the right, we 
should have fewer bad officers, and 
public positions would be filled with 
honest, conscientious men, who would 
discharge their duty with credit to 
themselves and honor to those placing 
them in positions of power and trust. 
This reward ought to be sufficient in­ 
centive to secure the vote of every le­ 
gitimate voter, but experience has 
demonstrated that it is not, and we all 
know how large a proportion of those 
possessing the right of suffrage fails to 
exercise that right at all ordinary 
elections. 
By enforcing the payment 
of poll-tax the law compels men to 
purchase the right to vote, but the law 
does not exact the legal exercise of 
that right after it is secured. It would 
probably shut out many bad votes, or 
at least benefit the State by compell­ 
ing those bad men who uso them to 
pay the tax, to require every man 
who presents himself at the ballot-box 
to show his poll-tax receipt before de­ 
positing his vote, and we are quite 
confident that a law compelling each 
legal voter to vote would reduce the 
value of corrupt votes and ultimately 
so purify the ballot-box that honest 
men would no longer regard it as use­ 
less to attend elections. 


Liability of Stockholders. 


As there appears to be a wrong im­ 
pression in the public mind regarding 
the liability of stockholders in incor­ 
porated companies, we give the fol­ 
lowing extract from Section 323 of the 
Civil Code, as amended at the last 
session of the Legislature: 
S ection 322. E ach sto ck h o ld er of a corpor­ 
atio n is in d iv id u a lly and personally lialde for 
such proportion o f i s debts an d liabilities as 
tin; a m o u n t of stock or sh ares ow ned by him 
bears to th e w hole of th e subscribed capital 
stock or shares o f th e corpifoation a n d for a 
like proportion o n ly of each debt o r claim 
against th e corporation. A ny c r-d lto r of the 
corporation m ay in stitu te jo in t or several ac­ 
tions against a n y of its stockholders for the 
proportion of his claim p.iyaule by each, atul 
in such action th e C ourt m u st ascerta a tbe 
proportion o ftlie claim o rd eb t for w hich each 
defendant is liable, an d a several Judgm ent 
m u st be rendered against each, in conform ity 
therew ith. 
' 


T h e press of Sacramento city is op­ 
posed to Local Option and the people 
themselves will only consent to vote 
for no-license with a proviso. 
They 
are willing to do away with the retail 
liquor business during the dull season; 
but during State Conventions and 
sessions of the Legislature they wish 
to be exempt from the provisions of 
the temperance law. 
It is on these 
occasions Sacramento reaps her har­ 
vest.

An Important Enterprise. 
In the organization of ilie Cuca- 
mongo Homestoa<l Association, Judge 
T h o m p so n , Governor D o w n e y and 
their associates, liavo inaugurated an 
enterprise which will be the means of 
giving comfortable homes to hundreds 
of families, and will add thousands of 
people to the population of this por­ 
tion of the State. A description of 
the land, plan and purposes of the 
Association will ho of interest to the 
general reader, and may serve to di­ 
rect other liberal-minded men of 
means the way in which they can 
best use their wealth for the develop­ 
ment of the country, and to the en­ 
hancement of the comfort and happi­ 
ness of their fellow-lteings. The land 
of the Association lies twelve miles 
beyond ¡spadra, the present terminus 
of the Southern 1’ucUie Railroad. As 
the road progresses it will pass 
through or near by the tract. Two of 
the preliminary surveys now run 
through it. The Homestead embraces 
8,000 acres of as fine land as may be 
found in this valley. The soil is ex­ 
ceedingly rich, and will produce nl- 
most every tiling that grows out of the 
ground. Every foot of the iloiliestead 
will be irrigated with water brought 
from the Cueamongo Cañón, which 
affords a living stream more than suf­ 
ficient to flood all that section of 
country.

Each lot will 
front an avenue and these avenues 
will be graded and lined on each side 
with a row of shade trees and orna­ 
mental shrubbery. Two parks of forty 
acres will he laid off' and improved 
with fountains, trees, shrubbery, 
walks and drives. In fact it is the 
purpose of the Association to make 
the Homestead a semi-tropical garden 
filled with beautiful homes. An im­ 
portant feature adopted by the com­ 
pany is that no assessments shall 
over bo levied on the shareholders. 
The purchaser of a share has paid all 
the money that will ever be called for 
when he has paid for that share. 
Of the three hundred acres compris­ 
ing the Homsteud, only one hundred 
were offered for sale and two days ago 
eighty-three of these had already been 
taken. In the Canon, one mile above 
where the great pipe leaves the stream, 
are two beautiful cascades; one twenty 
ami the other sixty feet high. The 
Canon’s sides are covered with heavy 
timber. 


Olive Gil. 
The same process by which Mr. 
C a r u e k a s, of the Los Angeles Petro­ 
leum Refining Company, reduces the 
heaviest crude oil to a lirst-class illu­ 
minating fluid at a cost of two cents 
per gallon and within twenty minutes 
time, will also refine olive oil and 
make it equal to the best article man­ 
ufactured in Europe.

The cultivation of the 
olive is very profitable where there is 
a demand for the crude oil, and the 
fact that we can, through Mr. C a r ­ 
r e r a s ’ method, produce tin article su­ 
perior to that imported from Europe for 
less money, will give ail impetus to 
olive culture not anticipated a few 
months ago. The fruit may be suc­ 
cessfully grown in almost any part of 
the valley. This discovery develops 
another important industry which 
will enable us to retain at home many 
thousands of dollars now sent abroad; 
to export an article of commerce in­ 
stead of importing it, and will also 
enhance the value of real estate.

We concede the fact, hut there are one 
or two other follies that do much in 
the way of soudine the household fur­ 
niture to the auction house, and the 
family jewelry to the pawn brokers’ 
shop. Au old lady who makes a dress 
out of eight yards of cloth, and abom­ 
inates furbelows and flounces, re­ 
marked within our hearing the other 
day, that the modern lady’s passion 
for dress was quite as destructive of 
domestic happiness as mens’ visits to 
saloons. 
She also suggested that 
while women are engaged in reform­ 
ing the men it would be quite as well 
if they would reform themselves, by 
reducing their number of visits to dry 
goods stores, millinery shops and jew­ 
elry establishments. 
Those places 
drive many men to drink who would 
never become drunkards if their wives 
were not spendthrifts. This is what 
the old ladv says. 
T u t Congress that lias just ad­ 
journed was not the worst Congress 
we have liad. It did not do much, 
but therein lies its virtue. If it had 
passed many hills so much the greater 
would have been its measure of evil. 
This last Congress was an industrious, 
hard-working body, but its labor was 
an internal struggle—one-hall’ trying 
to overcome the other half. There 
were thieves in this Congress, perhaps 
about the usual number, but the pro­ 
portion of average honest members 
was a great deal larger than shown by 
any previous Congress for a decade or 
more. The rascals were active, as 
usual, but they accomplished but lit­ 
tle, as the games were almost always 
foiled by the honest members. A half 
dozen vigilant policemen will keep 
a hundred hoodlums in awe of their 
elllhs. 


Wilmington Items. 
From the Enterprise of June 25. 
We published last week a short arti­ 
cle written by Col. H. C. Hodge, cor­ 
respondent of the Santa Barbara VVor, 
giving his impressions of this locality. 
The following is an extract from a let­ 
ter written t.. ihe /Visa from this 
place: “ The more I examine the ca­ 
pacities of Wilmington, tlie more I am 
satisfied that there is a bright and suc­ 
cessful future in store for her. The 
line breakwater, twenty-five hundred 
yards long, extending from Dead 
.Man’s Island to Rattlesnake Bar, eon- 
fining the out-going tide to a narrow 
channel, is very materially deepening 
it, and with a judicious outlay of 
money by the general Government 
from time to time, Wilmington will 
at no distant day have an excellent 
harbor. This, with the large and ex­ 
tremely rich fruit, agricultural and 
mineral country tributary to this port 
and harbor, will wonderfully increase 
the present extensive lists of exports 
and imports. The new wharf and 
other improvements of the Southern 
California Co-operative Warehouse 
and Shipping Association are being 
forwarded with commendable vigor 
under the charge of the efficient Super­ 
intendent, N. C. Jones, Esq. 
The thermometer went up to 105 de­ 
grees last week at Bakersfield, 100 at 
Calistoga, and 108 at Modesto. It is 
even worse in the East, for the nights 
are always cool in California. A 
friend writes us from Kentucky: “The 
warm days came upon us so suddenly 
that we hardly realized that Spring 
had been here at all, and now we can 
hardly endure the heat. The nights 
are so uncomfortably warm that sleep 
takes wings, and we poor mortals, 
with blood at fever heat toss and tum­ 
ble on our beds till the dawn of day.’’ 
At Wilmington, the thermometer has 
never been higher this season than 80, 
and that was only for three or four 
days. The general range is from 59 
to 78. It has at no time been uncom­ 
fortably warm—a breeze stirring all 
the time. We think we can show as 
good a record on climate as any 
place in the world.

The examinations in Prof. Lawlor’s 
Institute were concluded yesterday, 
and tin* scholars dismissed for vaca­ 
tion. Classes were examined in phys­ 
ical 
geography, English grammar, 
physiology, book-keeping, Latin and 
algebra. T'lie examinations were well 
sustained throughout, and especially 
so in mathematics, in which study the 
scholars evinced a very remarkable 
proficiency. Rapidity of work was a 
special feature. Examples with six 
1111111 hers or more given to find their 
least common multiple,were done in a 
quarter of a minute by some of the 
pupils. The same examples, as usually 
worked, would require at least fifteen 
minutes 
A like rapidity of calcula­ 
tion, with universal correctness, was 
shown in various other forms of com­ 
puting numbers. The class in book­ 
keeping gave a very creditable show­ 
ing of their work during the term, by 
proving a good elementary knowledge 
of double entry book-keeping and 
much improvement in penmanship. 
The study is pursued by girls and boys 
alike with practical benefit to both. 
The classes in algebra and Latin also 
did finely. Professor Law lor is a thor­ 
ough, careful teacher, as the work of 
his scholars yesterday 
abundantly 
demonstrated. 


Prof. Denton the eminent writer 
and lecturer on geology, who was re­ 
cently arrested and thrown into jail ¡11 
Sacramento for refusing to pay a li­ 
cense tax for speaking, is now in San­ 
ta Barbara delivering a course of lec­ 
tures there. The people are highly 
pleased with ids ettbrts, as, witness 
the following from the Santa Barbara 
Prcrs of tlio 20th inst., which conies 
to us with a note of personal indorse­ 
ment from the editor. We expect and 
hope that the Professor will pay our 
city a visit before leaving the (.’oast. 
The Presa says: Professor Denton 
was greeted at Gook’s Hall last even­ 
ing by a full house—so full that extra 
seats had to be extemporized for per­ 
sons standing in the room. The lec­ 
turer, we think, fulfilled the highest 
expectations of those who only knew 
him by reputation, and gratified his 
many friends here who have had the 
pleasure of listening to him before. 
In this opening lecture the Pro­ 
fessor must have captivated all by his 
extensive knowledge of geology and 
the pleasing style in which he handles 
the subject, 
lie stands amid his 
charts and rocks, magician-like, wand 
in hand, and without note or book, 
pours out the facts, as recorded “ by 
the infallible (hand of God,” concern­ 
ing the growth of our planet; and 
while charming the imagination with 
his eloquent descriptions, convinces 
the reason with his well-drawn con­ 
clusions. 
He speaks not alone of 
the geological evidences to be found 
elsewhere 011 the globe, of the various 
stages through 
which this planet 
passed before reaching its present con­ 
dition, lie gives the testimony of the 
sands, the shells, the springs, tlie rocks, 
the hills, and tlie mountains in this 
immediate vicinity. He shows how 
these were formed; tlie practical value 
of geology to the theologian, tlie farm­ 
er, the miner, and men in general, 
and lie does it all in such a way—ever 
himself standing behind his subject— 
that tlie delight of receiving knowl­ 
edge at his hands, is sufficient com­ 
pensation for sitting for an hour or 
two under his instructions. The great 
success of tlie first lecture assures tlie 
success of the whole course. The sec­ 
ond will be delivered this evening.

place. The Board, in their session 
last Thursday wisely considered tlieso 
facts and appointed a competent and 
worthy physician to give the careful 
intention so much needed.

McKee, the appointee, lias resided 
amongst us some four months, is thor­ 
oughly identified with our city, and 
from what we know of tlie man we 
can safely say he will go fearlessly on 
and do his duty. 


A favorable report conies from Santa 
Ana regarding the crop prospects of 
that section of the county.
